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THE COSTLY LESSON OF 
THE STREET RAILWAY DEPBICIT. 

Whether the application of the straight five cent fare, which 
now seems certain of adoption, will help out the finances of the street 
railway is something which remains to be determined by absolute | 
proof as shown in the receipts. Almost certainly there will be some | 
falling off of traffic, but to what extent cannot be learned except by 
experience. The lifting of the burden of the cost of paving from the 
Street railway, however, is a move about which there can be no doubt, 
as to the effect, the saving to the street railway being close to one 
thousand dollars a month. Added to this, there has been in the past 
two years a very large cut in the cost to the street railway of the pow- 
er used. In 1911 the charge to the street railway was at the rate of 
2.51 cents per kilowat for alternating current, measured out at the 
power-house. Now it is 2 cents for direct current, a large part of 
which is measured at the sub-station after it has been transmitted up 
town, For the current which is now being used the street railway, 
under the present charge and system of measurement, pays ap- 


proximately six thousand dollars a month less than it would have been | 


paying were the 1911 charges still in vogue. This is some reduction, 


and, with the economies at present being effected at the power-house, | 


there will undoubtedly be further reductions in the near future. 
With all these changes‘in favor of the street railway enterprise, 
the management hope to be able to overtake the handicap which was 
placed upon the system by the ill-advised extensions compelled under 
the amalgamation agreement and others jockeyed past the council 
and ratepayers by astute realty interests.

A LAW TO ABOLISH 
THE TIPPING EVIL, 

Senator Tom Davis, of Prince Albert, is pushing a bill in the 
dominion house which should receive the moral support of every 
citizen of this country where the idea of social equality is supposed to 
be taught. It is a bill which proposes to make tipping an offense 
against the law and to place a penalty up to $200 against the giver, 
the receiver and the employer. 4 

The tipping evil, founded upon petty graft, is a source of large 
profit to railways, steam boat companies, sleeping car companies, 
hotels and many other similar institutions in the respect that it makes 
the public pay a large part of the wages. The receiver of a tip is de- 
graded. The giver becomes, by his action, a pettly corruptionist. 
The spendthrift, tipping lavishly, monopolizes the attentions of serv- 
ants, become obsequious through the tipping habit and the men of 
moderate means, with a proper sense of money values and decency, 
suffers in consequence. 

The tipping evil has nothing to recommend it. It is morally 
wrong. If Senator Davis can frame a law which will make it legally 
wrong and thereby compel its abolition he will have accomplished 
something for the moral uplift of his country.

Of this enormous wealth in the hands of United States interests a very 
large proportion is in mines, smelters and oil, Guggenheims, of New 
York, are the largest owners of mines and smelters. Rockefeller, the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., Hearst and the California crowd, with whom 
Hearst is associated, are the largest owners of oil. Hearst and the 
Rockefeller papers are the loudest in the clamor for war, The con- 
guest of Mexico by United States would double and redouble the value 
ot the holdings of these people in Mexico, Fortunately, the present 
United States government received election without their support and 
in spite of their hostility. Had the present unpleasantness in Mexico 
come during the incumbency of Taft there is no doubt that the United 
States would long since have become involved in a war which would 
have taken years to finish, ata terrible cost of life and treasure.

He went to Italy, but returned the fol- 
lowing year, and was executed. Gen. 
Guadalupe Victoria became president 
of the Republica Mexicana, and in 
1830 Bustamente made himself dicta- 
tor, succeeding Guerrero, who had 
overthrown Victoria. In the mean- 
time Santa Ana had added to his pop- 
ularity by aiding in the defeat of a 
Spanish army which had been sent 
over in 1829, in answer to the decree 
of expulsion directed against all the 
Spaniards in the country. The inva- 
dors were completely routed and Spain 
was forced to recognize the tndepend- 
ence of its former dependency, 

From the beginning of the republic 
the a:nbitious Santa Ana had been 
biding his time until the auspicious 
momeni arrived for achleving supreme 
power, It came in 1828 and Santa 
Ana became the-executive head of a 
nation which stretched from Loulsiana 
and Colorado westward to the Pacific. 
Many Americans had settled in Texas, 
and shortly after Santa Ana's elec- 
tion they held a convention, deter- 
mined to separate Texas from Coahui- 
la, prep2red a constitution, and asked 
Santa Ana to make Texts a separate 
state of the Mexican republic. Col. 
Stephen F. Austin was sent to Mexico 
City to present the demands of the 
20,000 Amerieans of Texas, The crafty 
Santa Ana detained him on ene pretext 
and another until 183h, and, while 
keeping the Texans qulet by promising 
to accede to their demands, he raised 
an army and sent {t against the Tevx- 
ans With the intention of driving them 
from the country. The Texans or- 
ganized, selected Sam Houston as 
commander, and prepared to resist. 
Parly in 1836 Santa Ana set out at 
the heAd of 6,000 Mexteans to drive 
out the revolutionists and all persons 
of foriegn birth. In March the army 
reached San Antonio, where the old 
mission church, the Alamo, had been 
conyerted into a fort and was occupied 
by 1£0 of the revolutionists, including 
the celebrated David Crockett and Col. 
James Bowie, inventor of the bowie- 
knife, After a desperate resistance 
for eleven days, the Alamo was carried 
by storn, All of the survivors In the 
fort were butchered In ‘cold blood, with 
the exception of one man, who manag- 
ed to escape. In subsequent encount- 
ers “Remember the Alamo!" became 
the battle-cry of the Texans. A little 
later another body of Americans fell 
into the bloody hands of Santa Ana, 
and 330 were shot. Other atrocities 
aroused the Texans to wild fury, and 
on April 21, 1836, at the battle of San 
Jacinto, the Mexicans were routed. 
There were 750 Texans opposed to 1,- 
800 Mexicans under Santa Ana, but 
Houston's men were not to be denied 
their vengeance, The Mexicans fled 
at the first fire, and within 18 minutes 
during which they used clubbed guns, 
pistols and knives as weapons, the 
power of Mexico over Texas was for- 
ever broken. Santa Ana and 7380 other 
Mexicans were taken prisoners, and 
850 Mexicans were slain, while only 
two Texans were killed, 
was president during the war with 
the United States, and held the office 
a third time from 1558 to 1856.

At a joint meeting of the 
ciation last evening in the Crescent 
Tea Rooms the subject of amalgamat- 
ing the work of two organizations 
woder one head and having a financial 
campaign under the direction of the 
Welfare league, the latter to take 
charge of all moneys and. disburse- 
ments, was discussed at length, but no 


definite action taken. There were 
present Mrs. Darling, president, Mrs. 
A. M. Jeffers, secretary, and = Mrs. 


Wheeler, treasurer of the Women’s 
United Aids, together with other mem- 
bers, 

My. Parrish, ‘president of the United 
Aids (Men's), presided at the meeting 
and called on Mr. Cushing, president of 
the Welfare league, and also Mr, David- 
son, secretary of the Western Welfare 
league association, both of whom brief- 
ly outlined their views on the matter 
of amalgamation, The strongest plea 
made against the amalgamation of the 
two kinds of work, was that the Wel- 
fare league work is not a charitable 
organization, but rather helping people 
to positions and keep them self re- 
specting and self supporting, while the 
Unitéd Aids aims to relieve the needy, 
Mr. Davidson, in the course of his re- 
marks stated that while they might 
be run under one financial head, he 
udvised that each organization main- 
tain its identity and carry on their 
work on separate lines as heretofore. 
He suggested that the “tinge of char- 
ity inight interfere materially with the 
work of the Welfare league.” 

On motion of Mr, G, L. Barton, sec- 
onded by Dr, Darling, a committee was 
appointed by the chairman as follows: 
Mrs, Jeffers, Mr. Parrish, P. W, Robin- 
sun and R, T, Williams, who will fur- 
ther discuss the question in hand and 
ascertain the best method of carrying 
out the wishes of tho meeting. Three 
schemes for amalgamation and co- 
operation were outlined by the speakers 
of the evening, any one of which it 
might be feasible to adopt, 

The concensus of opinion of those 
present seemed to trend toward amal- 
famation, thus preventing the over- 
lapping of the work of the different or- 
ganizations and the forming of a cen- 
tral clearing house for all charitable 
work, to be run under one financial 
head.

JUDGMENT ADVERSE

Railway Commission’ s Decis- 
sion Partially Examined by 
Board of Trade 


COMMITTEE LOOKING 
OVER WHOLE FINDING 


Objections Taken to Certain 
Tariffs in Proposed Rate 
Schedule 


Included In the report of the council 
of the Edmonton board of trade, read 
and approved of at this afternoon's 
meeting in the Emptre auditorium, was 
a statement regarding the recent judg- 
ment by the dominion railway commis- 
sion in the western freight rates case, 
It was self-explanatory and as fol- 
lows: 

“The full judgment of the board of 
railway commissioners for Canada in 
regard to the now celebrated western 
freight rates case has been received and 
partially examined, It has been dis- 
covered that certain of the new tariffs 
ordered by the judgment to be put in- 
to effect by the railways are adverse 
to the interests of Edmonton, and the 
objections of this board of trade to cer- 
tain features of the proposed tariffs 
have been placed on record, and ad- 
justment asked for, The matter is still 
pending. The committee on transpor- 
tation has been instructed to go care- 
fully through the whole judgment and 
report as to the probable effect of the 
proposed changes. 


THIRTY MILLION ACRES 
IN LAND GRANTS GIVEN 
TO CANADIAN RAILWAYS 


Ottawa, May 12—Railway companies 
in Canada have received from the 
government since 1878 land grants to 
a total of 30,426,617 acres. This is 
shown by a return brought down In the 
house yesterday. The big years of 
land grants avere from 1900 to 1908, 
Setween July 11, 1900, and March 31, 
1908, there was a total of land grants 
to railways of no less than 26 
acres, or more than five-sixths of the 
total since 1878. The year 1900-1 was 
greatest of all, as land to a total of 
over six million acres were made over 
in that twelve months.

. M. Thornton, of the Mountain 
ark collieries, read a paper at the 
board of trade meeting in the Empire 
auditorium this afternoon, on “The 
Coal Fields of northern Alberta.” 

After dealing extensively with the 
lignite coal measures of the district, 
Mr. Thornton advocated the taking 
up by the city of an artificial gas 
scheme, in the event of the natural gas 
scheme now progressing, not coming 
out favorably, 

“Gas, artificial or otherwise”, he said 
“is necessary in all large cities, and 
one wonders why the Edmouton clyic 
authoritles do not favor and go ahead 
with an artificial gas scheme and util- 
ise the bituminous coal from this field 
in the production of coal gas, <A na- 
tural gas supply ts, of course, prophe- 
sled for the olty, but possibly, it may 
be long in coming. In the event of 
an artificial gas scheme being adopted, 
and a supply of natural gas being pos- 
sible later on, the authorities would 
then be in a position to put the costs 
of thé scheme against the other, After 
all, It Is not the artificial gas plant 
which is expensive to install; it is the 
pipe-mains, These pipe-mains would 
of course, be always ready for a na- 
tural gas supply. The fact of having 
an artificial gas installation for the 
city would, perhaps, not be detrimental 
to the subsequent substitution of a 
natural gas supply so far as rates to 
the consumer would be concerned. 
Then, there are the valuable by-pro- 
ducts from an artificial gas plant to 
be taken into conslderation—gas. coke, 
an valuable fuel for domestic furnaces 
and portable engines, tar and am- 
moniacal Nquor—al! of which are 
revenue-producers, 

“Bituminous coal is unquestlonably 
the best coal mined in this district for 
steam purposes; its heating value is 
very much greater than that of any Hg- 
nite coal and its non-sparking qualities 
make it a safe fuel for railway locomo- 
tive and construction purposes, This 
bituminous coal is bound to have a 
great future in northern Alberta, and 
it is not too optimistic to say that some 
day, and, perhaps, before very long, 
important Industries will be started up 
within ‘easy distances of this valtlible 
field. This coal not only possesses 
great heating values, but is capable of 
belng converted into high-grade coke, 
and nothing better in the way of fuel 
is desired for the manufacture of arti- 
ficial gas, 

“It must not be overlooked that im- 
portant low-grade nickle and copper 
ores exist In the north country tribu- 
tary to the Alberta and Great Wator- 
ways railway, and, for the reduction 
of these ores, coke will one day be res 
quired; where the smelters will be situ- 
ated, however, is an open question at 
the present time. ; 

“While there are enormous quantl- 
ties of coal waiting to be developed in 
this northern field, It must be rermem- 
bered that in this—as in every other 
fleld—there are three qualities of coal, 
namely: good, bad and indifferent—and 
capitalists who contemplate opening 
coal mines and expending large sums 
of money upon colliery undertakings 
should take every possible precaution 
to ensure that they are getting the 
class of coal they are expecting and 
paying for, and that the market for 
thetr output is assured. Unfortunately, 
—as in other new countries—there have 
been wild-cat schemes put before the 
public in the past, and there are today 
coal claims on the market, which, if 
they contaln coal at all, do not pos- 
sess the quality of coal necessary to en- 
sure colliery undertakings therein be- 
coming commercial successes, 

“The bituminous measures of the 
Kootenay formation can be traced In 
a succession of more or less isolated 
basins from the Crow's Nest Pass In 
the south as far north, at least, as the 
Pine Pass, but it should be borne in 
mind that coal cannot be expected to 
be found over the whole of this area, 
and, if it were found, the engineering 
difficulties to be overcome in certain 
places and before an output could be 
secured, might make the commercial 
success of such undertakings an im- 
possibility. Coal claims, situated as 
they often are, at great distances from 
the main railways, necessitate the con- 
struction of long and expensive rail- 
way spurs throug: rough, mountain- 
ous country. Still, it is well known the 
world over that the Canadian and 
American railway engineers hold the 
palm for speedy and economical rail- 
way bullding, considering the often 
difficult country which has to be ne- 
gotiated, 

“Before a coal claim is taken over 
by an Intending purchaser, it should be 
subjected to rigorous examination, 
eareful prospecting, and certainly more 
development work than has sometimes 
hitherto been deemed sufficient. Then, 
when a property has been sufficintly 
provd to warrant expenditure on rall- 
way construction necessary to reach 
the mine openings, the mine operator 
is well advised to go slowly for a time. 
He should not be tempted to erect 
costly coal screening and mining plant 
before he has actually got a certaln 
quantity of coal In sight, and has a 
market for his product assured. This 
may not be at first undersiood by the 
man who has put up the money and Is 
anxious for dividends, but this polloy 
is, nevertheless, a safe one to adopt in 
this northern field, 

“From an engineer's point of view 
this particular fleld Is most Interest- 
ing, and the difficulties to be over- 
come are certainly as great—if not 
greater—than those met with in any

AMENDMENT TO CANADA 
TEMPERANCE ACT MAKE 
SCOTT ACT APPLICABLE 


By a proposed amendment to the 
Canada’ temperance act, notice of 
which has been given in the house of 
commons by Hon, J, C, Doherty, minis- 
ter of justice, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan are to be given the right to adopt 
the Scott act. The Scott act permits 
of county prohibition, and is in force 
in various counties in the east, 

As there are no counties in Alberta 
or Saskatchewan it would be necessary 
to create temperance districts before 
the act could be applied here. It is 
regarded as likely that the act will bo 
called into operation in this province 
for some time to come, as the tem- 
perance party is setting out to work 
for province-wide prohibition.

London, May 12—The British cruiser 
3ristol, now stationed at Portsmouth, 
was ordered today to proceed to Tam- 
pico as speedily as possible, 

The Bristol is a Ught cruiser of 
4,800 tons. Her engines develop an 
indicated horse power of 20,000. She 
carries two six-inch guns, ten four- 
inch guns and four three-pounder 
guns, She carries a complement of 
276 men, Her speed Is about 26 Knots. 


Washington, May 12, -— Admiral 
lioward, commanding the American 
fleet off the west coast of Mexico, to- 
day reported a battle between Mexican 
Federals and Zapata revolutionists, 
twenty miles from Acapulco, Admiral 
Howard said that sixteen Zapatistas 
were killed, 

The fighting at Mazatlan continues, 
the report said, 

One response to the request of the 
state department, through foreign dip- 
lomatic channels here for information 
as to actual conditons in Mexico City, 
was received today. The messaKe 
stated that the situation in Mexico 
City was not abnormal—that the

r. T. Fisher, secretary of the board 
of trade, asked this morning as to what 
stand the board was taking on the un- 
employment problem, stated that he 
thought conditions were practically the 
same as last year, when a committee 
of the board of trade Investigated them 
and made a report.

ting people on the land, as against at- 


tracting wage earners or industries, 
However, he sald that conditions are 
jfmproving, in that this year more 


people have come to Alberta with farm- 

ing experience, more or less capital and 

a willingness and aptitude for agricul- 
ral work, 

The report which the committee 
eht in last year, and which Mr, 

isher states covers conditions now ob- 
taining, was, in part, as follows: 

{ny accordance with the instructions 
of the last, meeting of the board, your 
committed has looked carefully into 
conditions, Investigations showed 
that there are in the city at the pres- 
ent time a considerable number of men, 
comprising practically every occupa- 
tion, trade, and calling, who are unable 
to obtain steady work, It was not 
found practicable to obtain data as to 
the exact number of men out of cm-~ 
ployment; but your committee is sat- 
isfied that the available supply of men 
for all classes of work is in excess of 
the demand, This applies particularly 
to those looking for clerical work and 
other inside positions, and to a lesser 
extent, to skilled workmen and labor- 
cre. 

In the opinion of your committee 
there Is grave danger that some new- 
comners may suffer hardship during

eity and of prospective Immigrants, 
that the secretary should be instructed 
tu advise all correspondents that for 
the time being no more people of any 
kind are required in the city to work 
for wages or salaries, with the single 
exception of female domestic servants; 
and that the only people needed are 
farmers who will go onto the vacant 
land und develop it, or men with capital 
who will engage in commercial or in- 
dustrial enterprises for which the city 
offers opportunities, thus creating a 
demand for wage-carners. 

The cause of the present unsatis- 
factory lubor conditions, in the opinion 
of your committee, is not any shrinkage 
in £dmonton's business activities, as 
all available statistics indicate expan- 
sion, rather than shrinkage, but simply 
that there has been an enormous tn- 
flux of wage carning classes, of such 
magnitude that it is temporarily not 
practicable to provide all with satis- 
factory employment, A contributary 
fuctor {s undoubtedly the world-wide 
financial stringency, the effects of 
which are observable in Edmonton as 
elsewhere, and which has necessitated 
numerous extensive projects being de- 
ferred, particularly in regard to build- 
ing operations, While there is great 
activity in building operations in the 
city, operations aggregating a total 
which would be considered remarkable 
in any city in the world of less than 
70,000 inhabitants, operations are only 
about equal to those of last year, while 
the amount of labor available is great- 
ly in excess of that in the city last sea- 
son, 

In the opinion of your committee 
there has been too much effort devoted 
to attracting population to the citles 
of Western Canada, and not enough to- 
wards getting farmers on the land, the 
development of which governs the rate 
of safe expansion of the cities.

N. M. Thornton, of the Mountain 
Park collicries, read a paper at the 
board of trade meeting in the Empire 
auditorium this afternoon, on “The 
Coal Fields of northern Alberta.” 

After dealing extensively with the 
lignite coal measures of the district, 
Mr. Thornton advocated the taking 
up by the eclity of an artificial gas 
scheme, in the event of the natural gas 
scheme now progressing, not coming 
out favorably. 

“Gas, artificial or otherwise", he said 
“is necessary in all large cities, and 
one wonders why the Edmonton civic 
authorities do not favor and go ahead 
with an artificial gas scheme and util- 
ise the bituminous coal from this field 
in the production of coal gas. A na- 
tural gas supply 1s, of course, prophe- 
sled for the city, but possibly, it may 
be long in coming. In the event of 
an artificial gas scheme being adopted, 
and a supply of natural gas being pos- 
sible later on, the authorities would 
then be in a position to put the costs 
of the scheme against the other. After 
all, jt is not the artificial gas plant 
which {is expensive to install; it is the 
pipe-mains. These pipe-mains would 
of course, be always ready for a na- 
tural gas supply. The fact of having 
an artificial gas installation for the 
city would, perhaps, not be detrimental 
to the subsequent substitution of a 
natural gas supply so far as rates to 
the consumer would be concerned. 
Then, there are the valuable by-pro- 
ducts from an artificial gas plant to 
be taken into consideration—gas coke, 
an valuable fuel for domestic furnaces 
and portable engines, tar and am- 
moniacal Hquor—all of which are 
revenue-producers, 

‘Rituminous coal is unquestionably 
the best coal mined in this district for 
steam purposes; its heating value is 
very much greater than that of any lig- 
nite coal and Its non-sparking qualities 
make it a safe fuel for railway locomo- 
tive and construction purposes. This 
bituminous coal is bound to have a 
great future in northern Alberta, and 
itis not too optimistic to say that some 
day, and, perhaps, before very long, 
important Industries will be started up 
within ‘easy distances of this valuable 
field. This coal not only possesses 
great heating values, but is capable of 
being converted into high-grade coke, 
and nothing better in the way of fuel 
is desired for the manufacture of arti- 
ficial gas. 

“It must not be overlooked that im- 
portant low-grade nickle and copper 
ores exist in the north country tribu- 
tary to the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways railway, and, for the reduction 
of these ores, coke will one day be re- 
quired; where the smelters will be situ- 
ated, however, is an open question at 
the present time, 

“While there are enormous quanti- 
tics of coal waiting to be developed in 
this northern field, it must be remem- 
bered that in this—as in every other 
fleld—there are three qualities of coal, 
namely: good, bad and indifferent—and 
capitalists who contemplate opening 
coal mines and expending large sums 
of money upon colliery undertakings 
should take every possible precaution 
to ensure that they are getting the 
class of coal they are expecting and 
paying for, and that the market for 
their output is assured. Unfortunately, 
—as in other new countries—there have 
been wild-cat schemes put before the 
public in the past, and there are today 
coal claims on the market, which, if 
they contain coal at all, do not pos- 
sess the quality of coal necessary to en- 
sure colliery undertakings therein be- 
coming commercial successes, 

“The bituminous measures of the 
Kootenay formation can be traced in 
a succession of more or less isolated 
basing from tho Crow's Nest Pass in 
the south as far north, at least, as the 
Pine Pass, but it should be borne in 
mind that coal cannot be expected to 
be found over the whole of this area, 
and, if it were found, the engineering 
difficulties to be overcome in certain 
places and before an output could be 
secured, might mako the commercial 
success of such undertakinga an im- 
possibility, Coal claims, situated as 
they often are, at great distances from 
the main railways, necessitate the con- 
struction of long and expensive rail- 
way spurs through rough, mountain- 
ous country, Still, it is well known the 
world over that the Canadian and 
American railway engineers hold the 
palm for speedy and economical rail- 


way bullding, considering the often 
difficult country which has to be ne- 
gotiated, 


“Before a coal claim is taken over 
by an intending purchaser, it should be 
subjected to rigorous examination, 
careful prospecting, and certainly more 
uevelopment work than has sometimes 
hitherto been deemed sufficient. Then, 
when a property has been sufficintly 
provd to warrant expenditure on rall- 
way construction necessary to reach 
the mine openings, the mine operator 
is well advised to go slowly for a time, 
Ho should not be tempted to erect 
costly coal screening and mining plant 
before he has actually got a certain 
quantity of coal In sight, and has a 
market for his product assured. This 
may not be at first understood by the 
man who has put up the money and is 
anxious for dividends, but this policy 
is, nevertheless, a safe one to adopt in 
this northern field. 

“From an engineer's point of view 
this particular field is most Intereat- 
Ing, and the difficulties to be over- 
come are certainly as great—if not 
greater—than those met with in any

other coal field in the world. In the 
building up of a colllery, besides rail- 
way construction and mine develop- 
ment and equipment, other costly 
works, such as village building and the 
providing of the houses and stores 
with water, Hight and sanitation, must 
be carefully considered. The most im- 
portant mines will be situated at high 
altitudes—far away from towns—and, 
therefore, the accommodation and con- 
veniences for the workers must be of 
the best.”
